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Addendum 


New Font Numbering System 


This document is an addendum to the Adobe Type Librar)' User's 
Manual. It provides information on a new font identification (ID) num¬ 
bering system supported by the Adobe Type Library. This font ID 
numbering system is based on a font resource called NFNT (New Font) 
and applies to Macintosh screen fonts only. 

Getting Started 

Screen fonts for the Macintosh are assigned font ID numbers. These 
font ID numbers are used to link screen fonts with their corresponding 
printer fonts. These font ID numbers are saved by some Macintosh 
applications as part of each document you create. 

The previous font numbering system provided a limited range of font 
ID numbers, which sometimes resulted in the same ID number being 
assigned to more than one font. This often caused font ID number con¬ 
flicts when a document was created using the installed fonts of one 
Macintosh system and printed using the installed fonts of a different 
Macintosh system. These font number conflicts sometimes caused a 
document to display and print using an incorrect font. 

The new font (NFNT) numbering system provides a larger range of font 
ID numbers and reduces the potential problem of conflicting font ID 
numbers. Most Macintosh applications are compatible with the NFNT 
numbering system. Contact the manufacturer of your software applica¬ 
tion for specific information on application compatibility. 

Many page-layout, presentation graphics, and illustration applications 
ignore font ID numbers, referring to typefaces by name only. Docu¬ 
ments created using these applications with the previous font number¬ 
ing system are fully compatible with the new font numbering system. 
You do not need to make any changes to these documents after install¬ 
ing the updated fonts. 

Most word processing and other non-desktop publishing applications, 
such as database or project management applications, refer to screen 
fonts by ID number instead of by typeface name. Documents created 
using these applications with the previous font ID numbering system 
are not immediately compatible with the new font numbering system. 
After you install the updated fonts, you must select each font used in 
each of your existing documents and reapply the correct font from the 
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Font menu. If your application uses style sheets, select the correct font 
for each style sheet. The updated font ID numbers are saved when you 
save the document. 

Installing Fonts 

The NFNT numbering system is supported by the Apple system ver¬ 
sion 6.0 or later. You must use the Font/DA Mover version 3.8 or a 
later version to install the updated fonts in your system file. (To ob¬ 
tain the current Apple system software, contact your Apple dealer). 

Adobe recommends that you delete the existing fonts from your 
system file before you install the updated screen fonts. If you do not 
delete the existing screen fonts, the Font/DA Mover dialog box dis¬ 
plays the installed fonts twice. If this happens, delete all the dupli¬ 
cate screen fonts and re-install the updated fonts. 

Although fonts using both the previous ID numbers and the updated 
ID numbers may be installed in the same Macintosh system file, 
fonts from the same typeface family should use the same ID number¬ 
ing system. For example, if you have all the Palatino fonts currently 
installed in your system file and you want to install the updated font 
Palatino Bold, you should delete all the existing Palatino fonts from 
your system file and install all the updated Palatino fonts. Upgrad¬ 
ing all your installed fonts to the new font numbering system great¬ 
ly reduces the risk of font ID number conflicts. 

Note: When updating your Apple system in the future, be sure to 
use the Apple Installer version 6.0 or later. The earlier versions of 
the installer do not support the NFNT numbering system and there¬ 
fore require that you re-install your screen fonts after updating your 
system. 


Managing Fonts 

There are font utility programs that can help you manage your 
fonts. The Master Juggler's Font/DA utility allows you to shorten the 
list of fonts in the Font menu by merging the font styles of a type¬ 
face into one typeface family name. You can then select the typeface 
name from the shortened font list and modify it with the Style 
menu options. 

You can organize your fonts into suitcases, according to typeface 
families, using the Suitcase II or the Master Juggler program. Man¬ 
aging your fonts in suitcases reduces long font menus and also 
saves system memory. For more information on managing fonts, 
refer to the documentation provided with each font utility program.

Selecting Fonts 

The procedure you use to select screen fonts does not change after 
installing the updated fonts. You may use either the Font menu or 
the Style menu of your application software to select a specific font. 
For example, if you want to use the font Americana Bold, you can 
select the specific font Americana Bold from the Font menu, or you 
can select the typeface Americana from the Font menu and Bold 
from the Style menu.

This checklist summarizes how to set up and use your Adobe Systems Typeface Package. 

Read your User's Manual, then follow step A to set up your package and step B to use it. 

A. Set up: Installing the Adobe Fonts (see Chapter 2) 

Before you can use the Adobe System Fonts you must first install them in your system. 

W3 1. Start up your Macintosh and insert the Adobe Fonts disk. Open the Font/D A Mover 
supplied with your system. 

2. Click on the right-hand Open button and then on the Drive Button. Open the Screen 
Fonts. Select the typefaces and point sizes you want to install, and click on the «Copy» 
button. Then click the right-hand Close button. 

3. To install the screen fonts on other systems disks, quit the Font/DA Mover, shut down 
your Macintosh and follow steps 1 and 2. 

n 4. Install the printer fonts by copying the printer font files to your system folder. 

Leave the files loose in your system folder. 

B. Use: Downloading the Adobe Fonts (see Chapter 3) 

Now you are ready to use your Adobe Systems typefaces. Select your printer using Chooser 
from the Apple menu, check that your printer font files are in the system folder, then download 
your fonts using one of the following methods: 

Automatic Downloading 

n 1. Make sure the files containing the printer fonts are stored loose (not in folders) 
in your system folder. 

ri 2. Prepare your document, selecting fonts from your application's pull-down menus, 
o 3. Print your document. 

Your fonts are automatically downloaded as needed and then deleted from the printer 
at the end of the document or, for some applications, at the end of the textblock. 

Manual Downloading 

n 1. Open the Font Downloader application. 

o 2. Select Download Font from the File menu. Select a font from the scroll box, and click on 
the Download button, then on the OK button. This font will remain in the printer until the 
printer is turned off. 


3. Repeat step 2 for each printer font you want to download. Choose Quit from 
the File menu when you have finished. 




Quick Reference Card _ 

Questions and Answers 

1. Do I need to install all the point sizes of the screen fonts? 

In general, the more point sizes of each screen font you install, the greater the clarity 
and accuracy of the screen display. However, for space considerations, especially on 
a two-disk system, you may want to install only some screen fonts. Keep in mind 
that each point size of a screen font occupies from 3K to 12K on your system disk— 
the Font D/A Mover tells you the exact number of bytes. 

You may not be able to install all your screen fonts on the system disk. If your disk 
is becoming full, install only one or two point sizes of each screen font: 10 and 12 
point work well. Your Macintosh can compute any other size it needs from those 
installed, but computed fonts may not be as clear on the screen and may change the 
width of text lines. The more point sizes you install, the more accurate the relation¬ 
ship between the screen and the printed document. 


2. What are the differences between manual downloading and 
automatic downloading of printer fonts? 

Downloading a printer font means copying the font from your Macintosh to a 
POSTSCRIPT printer so that the printer has the information needed to draw the char¬ 
acters. Manual download refers to using the Font Downloader application supplied 
with your Adobe Typeface Package to copy the printer font files to your printer. 
Automatic downloading takes place when you choose Print from the File menu in a 
Macintosh application. 

Most Macintosh applications automatically download fonts to the printer's memory 
as they are needed. Whenever such a program needs a font that is not already in the 
printer, it searches for a file containing that font and downloads it. When auto¬ 
matically downloaded, a font is deleted from the printer's memory at the end of the 
document. For some applications, the deletion occurs at the end of a text block. 

Even if your application supports automatic downloading, you may be able to 
reduce printing time by manually downloading printer fonts—all the documents that 
use these fonts can then be printed without downloading them. Fonts manually 
downloaded to memory remain in the printer until it is turned off or restarted. 

3. Where do my fonts need to be saved in order to do an auto¬ 
matic download? 

Your application looks to find the printer font files in the system folder on your disk. 
Make sure to leave the printer font files "loose" in the system folder — don’t keep 
them in their own folder — or the Macintosh applications may not be able to find 
them.

The Carta typeface includes two composite characters:

A composite character requires a series of keystrokes to produce the character. To produce 
the carved star, type Option-e followed by a space. To create the highway forest sign, 
type Option-u followed by a space. 

In some cases, you may have trouble printing complex characters at very large sizes (i.e., at sizes 
over 200 points). If this happens, we recommend that you convert these characters to outlines in 
Adobe Illustrator®; they will then print easily.
